CHAPTER 9.

AN ACT to amend section 2732, of the revised
statutes of Wisconsin for the year 1878 vo-
lating to undertakings on attachments.

The people of the state of Wisconsing represented in
senate and assembly, do enact as follows:

SE(TION 1. Section 2732, of the revixed stat-
utes of 1878 is hereby amended by adding
thereto the following words, to-wit: “Provid-
ed, that no undertaking shall be necessary in
any action wherein the state of Wisconsin or
any county, town or other municipality shall
be plaintiff,” so that said section when
amended shall read as follows: Rection 2732,
Before the writ of attachment shall be exe-
cuted, a written undertaking on the part of the
plaintiff, with sufficient surety, shall be de-
livered to the officer, to the effeet that if the
defendant recover judgment, the plaintiff shall
pay all costs that may be awarded to the de-
fendant, and all damages which he may sux-
tain, by reason of the writ of attachment, not
exceeling the sum specified in the undertak-
ing, which sum shall not Dbe less than two
hundred and fifty dollars, The suretv shall
justify his responsibility, by aflidavit, annexed
